As you know we requested the original sound tape 
of “Four Days that Shocked the World" to determine if 
we could hear gunshot sounds on the transcript made at 
the time of the assAnsination by tin on-the-r.ito mmomccr . 

By letter dated June 10, 196^, Mr. Hoover sent us the 
Lx* ai io c r ipt with the comment that there were no ‘bounds 
which could ho interpx*etcd as gunshots." 

Several members of the staff listened to the tape 
and heard two noises which sound like gunshots right before 
the announcer said: “It appears as though something has 
happened in the motox*cade x*oute. ,T Inspector Kelley of the 
Secret Service has recc amended that ve have the tape analysed 
by Dr. L. G. Kersta whose laboratory analysed the tape in- 
volved in the recent airplane crash near San Francisco where 
the pilot transmitted a radio message shortly befax*e he was 
shot by a passenger on a trip out of Las Vegas. 

I have drafted a letter of transmittal to Dr. Kersta 
which I attach together with the tape.
